VA Flight Training Dies, Although the U.S. Senate did approve VA flight training 
benefits, the bill died due to lack of action by the U.S. House of Representatives. The bill was 
introduced by South Dakota Senator Daschle and would have provided flight training for 
veterans who already hold private certificates and an advanced rating(s) would be required to 
meet their objective in an aviation career field. There is no word at this time whether or not 
Senator Daschle will reintroduce his bill in the next session of Congress.

Product Insurance Liability Legislation Fails. The General Aviation Accident Liability 
Standards Act (8.473) died when Congress failed to act before adjournment. Senator Nancy 
Kassebaum of Kansas had introduced the legislation which was strongly supported by the 
general aviation industry, and although both the House and Senate committees had approved 
the legislation, Congress adjourned before final action was taken. This is a big disappointment 
to all of us who strongly supported what we feel is a necessary piece of legislation to help 
breathe new life into the dying general aviation manufacturing industry. It is anticipated that 
this (or similar) legislation will again be introduced in the 101st Congress.

Boston Logan Airport Actions Against GA Found Illegal. The general aviation 
community throughout the country has been watching with great concern the proceedings 
surrounding the Massachusetts Port Authority’s use fee plan which would effectively deny 
general aviation (including small commuter airlines) access to the Boston Logan Airport. The 
matter has been under investigation by the federal Department of Transportation, and 
Administrative Law Judge Kolko ruled that the Port Authority’s plan is unlawful and in 
violation of the Federal Aviation Act and the Commerce Clause of the U.S. Constitution. 
Judge Kolko’s ruling brings a big sigh of relief to general aviation. Had the Port Authority’s 
actions been upheld, a precedent would have been set for widespread similar GA 
discrimination at airports throughout the nation.

FAA Amnesty Ends. The FAA amnesty program for pilots who voluntarily correct past 
false information on their airman medical applications will end December 1, 1988. If you feel 
that you may not have disclosed certain information on your medical forms, such as 
convictions for driving while intoxicated, drug offenses, and other serious offenses, you should 
call the FAA Enforcement Proceedings Branch of the Chief Counsel in Washington, DC, at 
202-267-9956. Pilots who correct any such falsification prior to December 1, 1988, will be 
given amnesty from FAA action. 
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BURROWS BECOMES 
A/A CHIEF 


Gerald C. (Jerry) Burrows has been 
selected to take over the position of Airport/ 
Airways Bureau Chief at the Montana 
Aeronautics Division following the 
retirement of Dave Kneedler. 

Burrows began his career with the 
Division in May 1961 when he was hired to 
do airport and vehicle maintenance.

SEARCH PILOT CLINIC - KALISPELL - SEPTEMBER 16 - 18

Thirty volunteer Montana pilots 
completed training this fall in Kalispell at 
the 10th annual Mountain Search Pilot 
Clinic. Rainy weather on Saturday gave a 
realistic touch to the training, but all 
participants were able to complete both the 
flight and ground training. 

The program began, as in years past, 
on Friday evening with ground school 
sessions conducted by Fred Hasskamp, 
Montana Aeronautics Division; Lt. Col. 
Bill Clark, USAF Liaison Officer for the 
CAP; and Sparky Imeson, corporate pilot 
and mountain flying expert. 

Flight training began early Saturday 
morning with each volunteer search pilot 
scheduled for two hours of instruction in 
mountain flying and search techniques. 
Flights were conducted around Spotted 
Bear and Meadow Creek airports (Schafer 
Meadows was socked in this year). 
Everyone made it back to Kalispell City 
Airport by noon Saturday as the weather 
closed in, 

The survival class and ELT homer 
training continued as scheduled in the rain 
Saturday afternoon. Chuck Thutot of the 
Emergency Response Institute conducted 
the survival class along the river near 
Kalispell. The emphasis of his training is 
to “make do” with what is on hand and with 
parts from the aircraft. 


The ELT homer training was 


conducted by Will Mavis of Helena and 
Lyle Sartain, Great Falls. Participants 
received classroom instruction in the 
techniques of tracking ELT signals as well 
as hands-on practice at the airport trying to 
home in on a hidden ELT. Setting up an 
aircraft for homer tracking and homing in 
flight were also covered. 

Everyone got to dry out Saturday 
evening while attending more ground 
school sessions at the Outlaw Inn. These 
classes covered observer training, the 
Montana air search system, and survival 
sense for pilots. 

Dawn on Sunday morning found 
everyone going again, catching up on the 
flight training and more survival and ELT 
classes. By late afternoon, thirty mountain 
search pilots finally got to head home - 
tired but enthusiastic to help out if called 
upon. Their reward is the satisfaction in
